Narrow Escape of the Passengers on the

1,000 Acres Near Crete and Will Es- 
tablish an Extensive Plant—Their Pians 


and a Summer Resort with Mineral 
Springs and a Big Hotel—Noteworthy 
Chicago will lead the West in the production 
of aluminium. An aluminitm plant is to be 
established which will be a pioneer in the ter- 
ritory west of Pittsburg. An acre deal has 
just been closed, transferring a little more 
than 1,000 acres of land to a company of Chi- 
cago and Eastern capitalists. This tract is on 
the line of the Chicago and Eastern Illinois, 
two miles south of the Cook County line. It 
is directly north of the Village of Crete and 
three miles south of the intersection of the 
Chicago and Eastern Illinois railroad and the 
Joliet Cut-Off and the Elgin, Joliet, and East- 
ern railrdads, The amount paid for the tract 
was $85,000, and the acre price ranged from 
$70 to $175. The buyers are headed by A. B. 
Eads, a Western railroad man, and William

Some 
of Black’s friends are particularly sore over 
the treatment of their candidate, the conven- 
tion ignoring every one of the contesting 
Black delegates. Fearing the threat of Mr. 
Black, who is a supporter of the Bennett law, 
to be an independent candidate if the plat- 
form of today's convention was not to his lik- 
ing, the bosses very wisely had the convention 
refrain from resolutions of any kind, so that 
Mr. Black might have no good reason, in their 


opinion, for becoming a candidate. 


Proceedings of the Convention, 

“ Boss’? Hinsey as Chairman of the County 
Committee rapped the convention to order. 
C. H. Larkin, a white-haired old gentleman of 
past 80 years, who proudly proclaimed that he 
had voted the Democratic ticket oftener than 
any other man in the hall, was made Perma- 
nent Chairman of the convention. After the 
name of John L. Mitchell had been presented 
as a candidate there was a lull in the proceed- 
ings and a delegate suggested that 
Mitchell’s nomination be made by acclama- 
tion. This excited L. W. Halsey, who said 
that he had a carididate to name and he did 
not propose to allow any convention or any 
gag law to shut his mouth. In presenting 
Mr. Black as a candidate Mr. Halsey said that 
his name was not only a household word in 
this city but throughout the State. He has 
represented this city in the Assembly and as 
Mayor. For twenty-five years he had been 
true to his party. Four years ago Mr. Black 
was the Democratic nominee for Congress, 
and boldly forced his way through the clouds 
overhanging the party, but was defeated. 

“If Mr. Black was good enough as your 
standard-bearer four years ago, said Mr.

The trainman went forward to the culvert 
and found the obstruction just as the flagman 
had described it. It required considerable 
work to remove it; nearly half an hour, in 
fact. Ofcourse nothing was seen of the mis- 
creants who fired the shots and planned the 
disaster. 

The news of the narrow escape had mean- 
while reached the passengers, and there was 
wild excitement aboard the train. Women 
wept to think what might have happened, and 
there was an hysterical air predominant for 
an hour. It would have gone hard with the 
would-be wreckers had they been caught, 
Passengers who had “ turned in” got out of 
their berths again,and nobody seemed to think 
of going to bed again tonight when the train left 
here. The train was composed of eight sleepers, 
with every berth taken, about thirty persons 
to a cat; two ordinary passenger-coaches, 
which were well filled, and a baggage-car. 
The news of the attempt was immediately 
given to the police. Detective Dowd of the 
Central force went to New Hamburg on the 
down train to investigate. Chief of Police 
Byrnes of this city, when informed of the mat- 
ter tonight, issued orders to his force to watch 
suspicious Characters closely and has started 
policemen down the south road toward New 
Hamburg with orders to make a most vigor- 
ous and thorough search for the would-be 
wreckers. Conductor Banker says that there 
were eight ties in the culvert on the up main 
track and that two ties were placed beside the 
rail toward the south so as to ditch the train. 


COLLISION BETWEEN FLYERS. 


Fast Trains of the Michigan Central Crash 
Together at Lockport, N. Y. 

Lockport, N. I., Sept. 8.—[Special.]—A 
terrible railroad accident occurred early this 
morning on the New York Central in this city. 
The Michigan Central flyers, No. 19 going 
west and No. 20 going east, crashed to- 
gether west of the main station, the engines of 
both trains coming together and the tenders 
jamming into the baggage ends of the buffet 
cars. William A. Fidler of Westchester, N. I., 
the baggageman of train No. 20, was instantly 
killed. When found he was jammed in be- 
tween two trunks with his pencil held in his 
hand in the act of noting the figures on a 
trunk. | 

Edson Bradley of Syracuse, engineer of the 
west-bound train, was badly injured. He was 
found on his engine with both legs crushed 
below the knees. His left leg was amputated 
at noon. The fireman on the same train, 
William Houston, also of Syracuse, was cut 
and bruised all over his body. Engineer 
Brown and Fireman Feeney of the east-bound 
train escaped without a scratch,

This 
friend is supposed to be Lorenzo Miller, 
who lives on the Ri road. Miller 
is a Knight of © Labor, and 
went out on strike, but has since 
returned to work in West Albany, having the 
sanetion of the Knights who were out to do so. 
It is known for a fact that the man who gave 
the wreckers a drink informed Robert A. 
Pinkerton of the occurrence and gave him the 
names of the men who comprised the party. 
It is not known how the men reached the 
scene of the wreck, but probably singly and 
under the cover of darkness, arriving there 
shortly before midnight. The name of the 
man who is missing it is rumored is Ezra 
Yager, a striking Knight. 

The following relative to .Yager’s conduct 
during the strike may lead to a verification of 
this rumor. Yager, Aug. 2, in company 
with Kiernan, the man now in custody, was 
arrested and convicted for an assault on 
Charles Dillon, a Central road passenger con- 
ductor, but both were ‘left off with a fine. 
Aug. 27 both Yager and Kiernan were again 
in the hands of the * N in 
a house of questionable character 
the night before, when one of 
their comrades was robbed of some 
money. These two men with several other 
strikers, who were with them at the time, 
were arrested, but Yager and Kiernan were 
both released, as it was shown that neither of 
them took the money. These facts seem to 
show that the men have been traveling to- 
gether since the strike. In fact, it has been 
ascertained that both men have always been 
boon companions, and especially 80 since the 
strike wag inaugurated. 

A reporter visited the house of Yager at 10 
o’clock tonight. He rang the bell and was 
answered by a woman’s voice from behind the 
shutters of a window on the principal floor. 
He asked if Mr. Yager was in, and, without 
opening the blinds, which were tightly closed, 
the woman replied that Mr. Yager had been 
away for two weeks. Continued questions rel- 
ative to Mr. Yager were propounded, which 
seemed to excite the woman, who evident- 
ly was afraid her first answer was doubted, 
when she answered that she had received a 
letter from Yager this morning dated at Buf- 
falo. The scribe then departed. On his way 
down-town he learned from a police officer 
that the detectives were looking for Yager 
and had visited his house early this morning 
when they arrested Kiernan and Cordial.

In the present scheche of improvement the 
railroad interests again appear. This point is 
within an hour and a half of Chicago, and at 
the end of the suburban service of the Chica- 
go and Eastern Illinois. The plan now is to 
construct an artificial lake by building a dam 
across a stream which flows through this tract 
of land just south of the springs.

RAN INTO A WRECKING-TRAIN, 


Many Injured by a Collision Near Pied- 
mont, S. D. 


Drapwpon, 8. D., Sept. 8.—[ Special.] 


Last evening the passenger-train over the 


Black Hills and Fort Pierre railroad ran into 
about 110 tons of rock that had fallen on the 
track from an overhanging cliff about ten 
miles this side of Piedmont, derailing the 
engine and badly shaking up the passengers. 
A dispatch was sent by one of the road’s of- 
ficials for a wrecking train, and another 
official telephoned for a new engine. The 
engine and wrecking-train collided and a com- 
plete wreck was the result. Fifteen or twenty 
of the men on the wrecking-train were badly 
injured, but none of them seriously. The 
road is a narrow-gauge and is operated be- 
tween Lead City and Piedmont by the Home- 
stake Mining company and has just been 
opened to the public.

This is nearly in 
proportion to their strength in the Senate. Of 
the dozen votes cast against the trust five were 
by Democrat Senators. The Democrats who 
voted to give the refiners free sugar and deny 
it to the consumers will continue to denounce 
all trusts but the Sugar Trust. 

As the Senate has a Republican majority, 
this majority will be held responsible for the 
surrender to the trust, just as the Democratic 
majority in the House was held responsible 
two years ago for the surrenderin the Mills 
bill. If the sugar duties were to be thrown 
away or made dependent on an indefinite rec- 
iprocity arrangement there was no earthly 
reason why the consumers should not have 
the benefit of free sugar except the greed of 
the refiners’ combination, which knows no 
limit. When Senator Sherman joined Sena- 
tor Allison in opposing the special privilege 
extended to the refiners there was a momenta- 
ry belief that the free line might be drawn at 
No. 16, but the voting showed the trust had 
taken no chances. 

When the increase on the grades above No. 
16 from four-tenths to six-tenths came to be 
voted on in spite of the showing made by 
Senator Allison against the increase the trust 
was able to bring up a majority of 6. The

THE “HERALD’S” FOOLISH IDEA OF REC- 

IPROCITY. 

The Chicago Herald seems to have an odd 
notion about reciprocity. It looks on it as a 
moral principle and thinks that for the United 
States to reciprocate with one nation and to 
refuse to with another would be as wrong as 
to pay a just debt due to one and refuse to pay 
an equally just debt to the other. Probably 
the Herald is not in earnest in this hifalutin 
idea, and is talking that way merely to hide 
the fact that it is for absolute free trade and 
the consequent European scale of wages for 
American wageworkers. 

Reciprocity is not a principle; it is a policy. 
It means dealing with those with whom one 
can the best advantage and refusing to 
déal with those with whom it would be unprofit- 
able to traffic. That is Mr. Blaine’s reciprocity. 
The Latin-American peoples have surpluses 
of sugar, coffee, rubber, etc., which they wish 
to dispose of on the best terms. This country 
has surpluses of flour, pork, beef, lard which 
it wishes to exchange, not for articles it has or 
can make, but for those it has not and cannot 
grow. An exchange of tropical sugar coffee, and 
rubber, which cannot be produced here, for 
wheat and pork, which cannot be produced in 
Cuba or Brazil, makes a perfect reciprocity. 
Each nation sells more of its own surpluses 
and the consumers of each get the surpluses 
at lower prices. 

While reciprocity with Canada differs seem- 
ingly from that with Southern countries it is es- 
sentially the same. The exchange is both one of 
dissimilar products and of similar products at 
non-competing points on a 3,000. mile frontier. 
Both the United States and the Dominion have 
coal. But the shipment of Ohio and Penn- 
sylvania coal to Ontario does not interfere 
with the shipments from Nova Scotia 
mines to New England. There is no 
competition -in exchanging the hard, 

white wheat of Ontario, needed here 
for high milling purposes, for the softer 
and cheaper American wheat which the Cana- 
dians want because it is cheaper. The barley 
of Ontario, which goes to New York, does not 
compete with the barley of the West, which 
stops at Chicago. Canadian oats are the best 
because grown nearer the northern limit of 
growth of the plant. The United States 
takes. some of those oats for meal 
and sends in return corn, which can be 
ripened in but a small part of the Domin- 
ion and which is needed there for stock-feed- 
ing. As the wage scale of the two countries is 
about the same there will be no more compe- 
tition in manufactured goods than there is 
between the East and the West. Nearness to 
the raw material will often settle the question 
of comparative superiority. 

Thus Tas Taronz, like Mr. Blaine, is in favor 
of reciprocity with the Latin-American peo- 
ples and Canada, simply because by pursuing 
that policy this country can make profit- 
able trades and get rid of some surpluses. 
The Herald, professing toconsider reciprocity 
a principle—something which should be ap-

A BLOW AT A MASSACHUSETTS INTEREST. 

The Boston Herald, though a free trade 
Democratic paper, is not altogether pleased 
with the action of the Senate in placing bind- 
ing twine on the free list, and sees in it a sec- 
tional coalition of the West and the South 
against a Massachusetts interest. It is rather 
inclined to scold Senators Hoarand Dawes 
for allowing the interests of their constit- 
uents” to be sacrificed, It says with truth 
that the strong fight the Western Senators 
made for free binding twine was because of 
the prodding of their constituents, and it 
must be admitted that two million Western 
farmers ought to be able to do a great deal 
more effective prodding than the Trust 
bosses of the ten cordage and twine mills in 
Massachusetts. If the Senatorial decision in 
favor of the farmers is an illustration of what 
the Herald calls the way in which the pres- 
ent majority in Congress proposes to treat 
New England interests, it is to be hoped that 
there will be many more such decisions, espe- 
cially as the protection which the binding- 
twine men have been getting has not gone into 
the pockets of the 4,000 operatives, but the ten 
mill bosses in the Trust monopoly. 

The Herald is correct in its statement that 
“ geographical locality counts for a great deal 
in matters of this kind and that if Pennsyl- 
vania and Ohio had been more interested in 
this particular manufacture the Senators from 
those States would have made a more effectual 
fight for the binding-twine bosses. The 
Herald is an illustration of the influence of 
“ geographical locality,“ for, though a free- 
trader, it bitterly deplores this free listing of a 
Massachusetts industry. But it is not the 
only sinner. The North Carolina Senators 
voted against putting mica on the free list be- 
cause there are mica mines in their State. As 
a general rule it can be said with safety that a 
Democratic free-trader ceases to be one when 
some special interest local to his own district 
is attacked. He is then about as stiff a pro- 
tectionist as McKinley himself. 

There was no excuse for keeping a duty on 
binding twine because the chief materials 
were put on the free list. Since the manufact- 
urers with their trust, or association as 
they prefer to call it, have been able to form 
an alliance with the Canadiaa mills to protect 
themselves from European competition and 
to fry several million dollars’ worth of fat out 
of the farmers during the period when their 


raw materials were taxed, they ought to be 


able to care for themselves now that they get 
their raw materials duty free. If cotton bag- 
ging were put on the free list too, as it ought 
to be, the manufacturers of it would be able 
also to take care of themselves. Their profits 
would not be as large as they have been dur- 
ing their years of extortion, but they would be 
big enough to satisfy reasona ble men. 


TEXAN DRESSED BEEF FOR ENGLAND. 

Contracts have recently been signed for the 
furnishing of about 1,350 (U. S.) tons of 
dressed beef per month by Fort Worth pack- 
ers to shipping firms in New Orleans, by whom 
it will be sent via the Gulf route to England. 
The matter is referred to in glowing terms by 
the New Orleans papers as probably marking 
the beginning of a vast extension of the for- 
eign commerce of that port, particularly in 
the shipment of beef to Western Europe. 
They say the smpments have hitherto been 
made from Fort Worth to Chicago and thence 
through New York or Boston to England at a 
cost equal to about $12 per animal more 
than it will be necessary to pay by the new 
route, as the railroads have shown a disposi- 
tion to codperate heartily in the fixing of 
freight rates, and the ice men have been in- 
terviewed to the satisfaction of all the other 
parties concerned, 

All this may be true and Tu# TUN has no 
desiré to discourage or disparage business 
enterprise in the South, but it is just possible 
that the picture islike some of. those on the 
outside of some side show accompaniments 
to a circus—far ahead of the reality.

It is 
possible that a liberal use of succulent grass 
and nutritious corn will work a material im- 
provement in that respect in the neighbor- 
hood of Fort Worth. Some practical men 
further North have an unlimited ‘faith in the 
value of ground corn for feeding purposes, no 
matter where the experiment may be tried. 
Still, it may be worth while to recur to the 
well-known fact that animal fat is peculiarly 
a product of the higher latitudes. It is a 
provision of Nature itself for resisting the cold 
of winter and furnishing fuel for keeping the 
animal warm when the surrounding tempera- 
ture is low. The torrid zone is not its habitat, 
and it is little better adapted to sub-tropical 
why the hog of the Southern States is of the 
“ razor-back ” variety, which makes it neces- 
sary for the pork-eaters of that section to sup- 
ply their needs from the North when they 
want a good palatable article of swine flesh.

Who is to tell that Messrs. Allison and Can- 
non are not mistaken, like the Secretary, and 
that instead of a surplus of fifteen millions 
there will not be a deficit of more than that? 
It is true that there is a balance in the Treas- 
ury of a hundred millions of cash, made up 
in part of the fifty-five millions transferred 
from the bank-note tedemption account, but 
it would not be a good thing for the party if 
it were necessary to encroach on that balance 
in order to pay the expenses of the year. It 
would not be agreeable during the campaign 
of 1892 to hear Democratic stump speakers 
ringing the changes dn that borrowed money 
which has been held for the redemption of 
bank notes. | 

It is unnecessary, however, to run the risk 
of such a calamity. Toavert it keep on the sugar 
duties, and, better still, reimpose those on 
coffee till they have to be taken off for recip- 
rocal equivalents by the sugar and coffee 
producing countries. Save the sixty millions 
of sugar revenue and gave paying the eight or 
ten millions of sugar bounties. Keep them off 
the free list for reciprocal trading purposes 
with the tropical American countries, 
The danger is not so much to be appre- 
hended during the present fiscal ycar, how- 
ever, as in the coming one—1891-’92—which 
will lead right up to the Presidential cam- 
paign. By that time the so-called Depend- 
ent Pensions act will have had full swing 
and will have shown what it can do in the way 
of ‘“‘surplus-busting.” Four hundred thou- 
sand applications have been filed already and 


them, Next year money by the wagon-load 
will be called for to pay these multitudinous 
claims. When the bill was passed it was said 
in Congress by the lying demagogues that 
thirty millions would foot the maximum bill. It 
is whispered loudly now that it will take seventy 
to eighty. How much higher it will go time 
alone can tell, IN may go to a hundred mill- 
ions, It takes something to support three- 
quarters of a million of men and their widows 
and minor children.

There need not be much worriment this 
year, but as sure as the sixty millions of sugar 
duties are flung away there will be a trouble- 
some deficit next year and the Republicans 
will have an irksome load ta carry in the 
coming Presidential fight. Such a malad- 
ministration of the finances never would be 
tolerated by the people. ‘They could not be 
made to believe there was any excuse for it.

WHERE THE RATIONS WENT TO, 


Agent Wright Says Indians Have Been De- 
frauding the Government. 

Rarm Crry, S. D., Sept. 8.—[Special.]— 
Agent Wright of the Rosebud Agency has sub. 
mitted to an interview relative to the great 
falling off in the census of Indians on his 
agency and the apparent discrepancy between 
the number of Indians actually on the reserva- 
tion and the number of rations issued. Agent 
Wright took charge of the Rosebud Agency 
Sept. 30, 1889, and continued to issue rations 
upon the rolls received at that time. He re- 
ceived orders at the close of the fiscal year of 
1889 to take an enumeration of the Indians. 
This was done, by the assistance of employés 
of the agency, the 7th and 8th of July, the re- 
sult showing 2,000 less Indians than were sup- 
posed to have been receiving rations, 

He does not assume to account for the large 
discrepancy, beyond stating that many have 
died and — rs south to the Indian Ter- 
ritory. Mr. ht also mentions the fact 
that many heads of families have been receiv- 
ing rations for more persons than were act- 
ually included in theirfamilies. He repels the 
suggestion that the rations in excess of the 
number of Indians have been sold and appro. 
priated for the agent’s private benefit, and 
says that he courts an investigation, and can 
prove that the full number of rations allowed 
was distributed to the Indians, Other par- 
ties here, who are familiar with the methods 
of distributing rations, say that the chief 
cause of the discrepancy lies in the practice re- 
ferred to by Agent Wright, that of drawing 
extra rations. Red Cloud is cited as an in- 
stance. He is said to draw ten _ rations regu- 
larly at Pine Ridge Agency, while his. family 
consists of but three persons.

are kept full of water. 


A simpler arrangemenf, that requires no 
new boiler but can be used with the upward- 
draught furnaces, is the one known as. the 
Olson patent. This is based on the principle 
of. burning water in gaseous form, or wy 
though this sounds strange in the ears of the 
uninitiated, Hutchinson smoke-burner, 
which some railroads are beginning to intro- 
duce on locomotives, is constructed on the 
same principle. A steam jet is introduced 
into the fire-box right over the hn and con- 
sumes all the smoke, n to 
the heat produced by th aes css 
itself is burned, and all that esca is a3 
vapor formed by the 2 of hydrogen. 
At no time is any carbon allowed to escape, 
except in starting the flre, when there is no 
steam to be introduced into the fire-box. As 
soon as enough steam is generated to supply 
the amount required in the fire-box the com- 
plete combustion begins and no more smoke 
escapes. smoke-burner has given com- 
plete satisfaction at Tas TMRnUxx for years.
